headed by J. P. Morgan.

rope, the manifesto declares, until 
the politicians realize "that in time 
of peace our neighbors are our cus- 
tomers and their prosperity is a 
condition of our own well-being." 


"We desire, as business men, to 


draw attention to certain grave and 
disquieting conditions which, in our 
judgment are retarding the return 
to prosperity," the manifesto says. 


"It Is difficult to view without 


dismay the extent to which tariff 
barriers, special licenses and pro- 
hibitions since the war have been 
allowed to interfere with interna- 
tioual trade and to prevent it from 
flowing in its natural channels. At
